In every instance where reconsideration is requested in view of an interview with an examiner, a complete written statement of the reasons presented at the interview as 
warranting favorable action must be filed by the applicant. An interview does not remove the necessity for reply to Office action as specified in §§ 1.111,1.135. (35 U.S.C. 132) 

37 CFR §1.2 Business to be transacted in writing. 

All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An Indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed '' 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be rioted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, of is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview. 

A complete and proper recordation of the substance of any interview should include at least the following applicable items:

Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments; The Examiner indicated that the claims in the application would be 
ready for allowance if certain amendments were made to the claims. 

The first of these amendments was that claims 40 and 46 be cancelled from the application or amended to read on a 
specific genomic sequence because, while the application supports claims to DNAs encoding for the polypeptide of 
SEQ ID NO: 11, it does not provide adequate written support by which one of ordinary skill in the art could distinguish 
genomic DNAs from non-genomic sequences that code for the polypeptide of SEQ ID NO: 11. The Applicant agreed to 
an amendment adding the following language to the end of claims 40 and 46; -- comprising the nucleotide sequence of 
SEQ ID NO: 10-. 

The second amendment requested by the Examiner was an amendment to claim 42 clarifying that the RNA molecule 
corresponds to, rather than is derived from, the nucleic acid of claim 39. More specifically, the phrase" derived from" 
would be deleted, and replaced with the phrase -corresponding to--. 

The Examiner also requested clarification as to the scope of claim 39. The Examiner inquired as to whether the claim 
was intended to include the isolated full-length viral genomes including the claimed sequence. The Applicant indicated 
that such was not their intent to include the isolated full-length viral genomes. 

Finally, the Examiner also indicated that the Office has reconsidered the obviousness type double patenting rejection 
made with respect to the copending application 09/993777, and has determined the rejection to be inappropriate in this 
case. The rejection is therefore withdrawn. The Examiner indicated that the Applicant may take appropriate action to 
expunge the terminal disclaimer from the file as it is not necessary in view of the withdrawal of the rejection. 

The Applicant indicated that he would consider the amendments, and would contact the Examiner. 
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
